Our front cover is graced with the 
picture of the future (by faith and 
works) home of the West Asheville 
Church of God membership, whose 
pastor is Rev. R. E. Conner. I have 
read and heard a lot about the re- 
markable progress West Asheville 
Church has been realizing under the 
capable leadership of their consecrat- 
ed dynamic pastor, but I was even 
more convinced that the reports were 
factual when Sister Bright, Herbert 
Earl (our baby), and I had the privi- 
lege of accepting the good pastor’s 
invitation to be with them for the 
Sunday morning and Sunday night 
services of June 3. I discovered that 
the Sunday School and auditorium 
capacity was crowded out, making a 
building project a must problem for 
this live-wire church. Along with the 
building project, special consideration 
would have to be given to ggg 
ample parking space. It was very h 
Sunday, June 3, even in Asheville, 
and I spent at least 15 minutes trying 
to find a parking place, doing quite a 
bit of sweating along with it. 

When I observed the wholehearted, 
efficient teamwork on the part of the 
pastor, the assistant pastor, Brother 
James Cooper, who is a very capable 
young man, and the various special 
singing groups and musicians, as well 
as local officials and teachers, I saw 
at once why the West Asheville Church 
had been so graciously blessed with 
success. When Brother Conner accept- 
ed the pastorate of West Asheville, the 
membership was 103; now it is 328. 
The average attendance of the Sun- 
day School is 350, and the tithes have 
more than tripled. The attendances of 
the Sunday School and the general 
services have so completely outgrown 
their present church capacity that 
there is nothing left for them to do in 
order to make the progress that oppor- 
tunity is challenging them to, but to 
build; and certainly nothing less com- 
modious will be sufficient than the 
building as planned on the front cover, 
which is to be 72 feet by 115 feet, 
with a seating capacity of 1,250 and 
an educational plant consisting of ap- 
proximately 50 Sunday School rooms. 
The church owns the property that is 
an ideal location for this future church 
home, just off the West Asheville 
thoroughfare near their beautiful 10- 
room brick parsonage.

THEIR PASSOVER AND OURS 


“And the blood shall be to you for a token upon the 
houses where ye are: and when I see the blood, I will 
pass over you, and the plague shall not be upon you to 
destroy you, when I smite the land of E t. And this 
day shall be unto you for a memorial,” Exod. 12:13, 14a. 

I do not know how long Moses was in Egypt, but it 








rduous task that his mind, heart, scul, and body had 
undergone that he had come through all the skirmishes 
and contests with Pharaoh simply because God had given 
to him superhuman strength. 

Moses set a great example of unswerving obedience to 
God in that he refused every proposition of compromise 
which Pharaoh offered. He would not worship in Egypt; 
they would go three days’ journey “as God had com- 
manded them”; they would not leave their wives, chil- 
dren, and old folks behind, neither were their personal 
possessions and herds and flocks to be left behind—not 
one hoof! Such must of all necessity, be the attitude to- 
ward the devil and the world by the individual, home, or 
church that would realize Christian success. 

The first day of Abib (began March 21) had come, and 
with it the “beginning of months” for Israel as a nation. 
It was to mark the beginning of their religious year for 
time immemorial. Their civil year, however, would, as usual, 
begin with Tisri, Exod. 23:16. But from now on Abib, the 
feast of Passover, and the religious birthday of Israel would 
be inseparable. Here are a few points on the Passover: 

First, it was a commemorative rite. It was forever to 
keep indelibly printed upon the memories of the Israelites: 
(1) the passing of Jehovah as the “destroyer” over the 
land of Egypt; (2) their hurried departure out of Egypt. 

Second, it was to be a feast of thanksgiving, the return 


@: perfectly obvious that such was the strain, tension, and 


a which each year was to be a reminder of their national 


egeneration. Are we not filled with thanksgiving upon the 
return of each of our spiritual birthdays? 

Third, the feast of Passover was a symbolical ceremony, 
which pointed to “Christ, our Passover”; so we see that 
Christ Jesus was especially prefigured by the paschal 
lamb. John the Baptist introduced Him as “the Lamb of 
God.” 

Today, we continue the Passover in the Eucharist in 
keeping with Paul’s exhortation, “Christ our passover, 
is sacrificed for us; therefore, let us keep the feast,” 
1 Cor. 5:7, 8. Every time we observe the Lord’s Supper, 
we declare that Jesus is our Paschal Lamb, and that 
through His blood we have just as surely escaped and 
been delivered from this sinful world as Israel was delivered 
from Egypt. 

It is said that no less than 150,000 lambs were killed for 
that first Passover, and certainly millions afterward. But, 
to stop such slaughter, ““God so loved the world, that he gave 
his only begotten Son, that whosoever believeth in him 
should not perish, but have everlasting life,” John 3:16. 
And “... this man, after he had offered one sacrifice for 
sins for ever, sat down on the right hand of God,” Heb. 
10:12. 

As the blood of the lambs meant an exit out of Egypt for 
the literal land of promise, so will the blood of the Lord 
Jesus assure us of an exit from this world to the eternal 


home of the soul. 


THEY CROSSED THEIR RED SEA AND SO CAN WE 

“By faith they passed through the Red sea as by dry 
land,” Heb. 11:29a. = 

“God ... will with the temptation also make a way to 
escape,” 1 Cor. 10:13. 

The trumpets sounded, the marching orders were given, 
and 600,000 men, with their wives and children, began a 
hurried exodus. Four hundred and twenty-five years before 
this, Jacob came down into Egypt from the land of 
Canaan, to escape death by starvation. Now his descend- 





@:::: a mighty host, are fleeing Egypt where their hard- 


ips had brought upon them a life of living death in 
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the worst conditions of brutal servitude. This inhumane 
treatment of the Israelites predated, by perhaps several 
years, Moses’ flight from Egypt, and that is saying that 
the children of Israel had been cruelly used as slaves for 
over forty years. 

But now, the man whose efforts at defending his suf- 
fering brethren forty years previously is at the head of 
his people—a mighty general, leading them out of bond- 
age. Yet, from the standpoint of strategy, it soon ap- 
peared that Moses was not the thoughtful general he 
should be, for he was soon hemmed in before Pi-hahirath 
near the northern end of the gulf, hard by the Red 
Sea and Migdorf. Thus, the report of Pharaoh’s reconnoit- 
erers was “they are entangled in the land; the wilderness 
hath shut them in.” 

They were fooled, however, just as the devil and world- 
ly minded adversaries of Christians are today when they 
think God has deserted them. God was leading Moses as 
He led the people. In taking this route, they had evaded 
skirmishes with outlying tribes, and at the same time, 
instead of getting themselves in an inexorable trap, it was 
to be an inescapable trap for Pharaoh’s great army. 

The report, however, of Israel’s camp stirred the fires 
of hatred, revenge, pride, and greed that was already 
raging in Pharaoh’s heart. All about him, in his palace and. 
everywhere lay the first-born of man and beast. That was 
a horrifying, humiliating, but not a humbling, heart- 
softening sight to him. Another thing, he had endured the 
terrors of the ten plagues, yet he had lost all the 
Israelite’s 600,000 men slaves. He was so enraged over 
these facts that he was soon in hot pursuit. How much like 
the devil this action was. Satan is forever hounding the 
individual Christian and the Church of God as a whole. 
But God is near to deliver His people. Jesus gave His prom- 
ise that the gates of hell should not prevail against the 
Church. So that will hold good in the face of communism, 
Catholicism, modernism, and all other isms. 

Without any previous indication as to how God would 
deliver them—how often it is that way with us today— 
God said, “Speak unto the children of Israel that they go 
forward”; then, “Lift up thy rod, and stretch out thine 
hand over the sea, and divide it.” “And the Lord caused 
the sea to go back by a strong east wind all that night... 
And the children of Israel went into the midst of the 
sea upon dry ground.” But the story does not end there. 
“And the Egyptians pursued, and went in after them to 
the midst of the sea . . . And the Lord overthrew the 
Egyptians in the midst of the sea.” 

All this is summed up very logically by Peter, “The 
Lord knoweth how to deliver the godly out of temp- 
tation, and to reserve the unjust unto the day of judg- 
ment to be punished.” 

For a long time, I could not understand 1 Cor. 10:13, 
“There hath no temptation taken you but such as is 
common to man: but God is faithful, who will not suffer 
you to be tempted above that ye are able; but will with 
the temptation also make a way to escape, that ye may 
be able to bear it.” But one day, while in deep meditation, 
Israel’s deliverance from the Egyptians, by the sea, which 
was a blockade and test to them, opening up for their 
passage, then closing upon the Egyptians, came before 
my mind’s eye like a mighty panorama, and I have un- 
derstood it ever since. God made a way of escape for Is- 
rael that became the Church in the Wilderness, and He 
will continue to provide passage and make possible the 
progress of the Church of the living God today. 


OUT OF THE NIGHT 


“In the fourth watch of the night Jesus went unto them, 
walking on the sea,” Matt. 4:25. 

In the verses preceding our text, we have the story 
of not only one of the greatest miracles the Lord ever 
performed, but it was a miracle for the multitude of five 
thousand men, besides the women and children, who 
had followed Him to a desert place beside the Sea of 
Galilee to hear Him teach the glorious truths of the king- 
dom of heaven. They were at the point of fainting be- 
cause of hunger, and since there was certainly no visi- 
ble means with which to feed them, and the night shades 
were falling, the disciples requested that Jesus send them

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Who Chen Can Be Saved?

This question was once asked by the 
disciples of our Lord and Saviour, 
Jesus Christ, at the time of the visit 
of the rich young ruler, and is found 
in Matt. 19:25. 

This young man had many attri- 
butes, or should we call them virtues, 
that were very commendable, and a 
glance through the text will certainly 
establish the fact that he was a very 
desirable young man. I am quite cer- 
tain that many pastors would like to 
have a young man such as this in their 
church, for he had many things of 
value in this world. 

We shall take a look at the valuable 
things he had. First, we notice he was 
young. Some, perhaps, are of the opin- 
ion that the church should be run and 
ruled by the older men, but one thing 
stands out very clearly, the church 
that uses its young people is one that 
is very much alive. It takes the young 
man and the young woman to have the 
zeal and ambition necessary to put 
vitality into the services of the church. 
True, the older men and women have 
their place and their wise counsel is 
worthy of note, but when age creeps 
on, the vitality and sparkle goes out. 
The young person has both of these 
qualities, and they are worth a great 
deal. This man had youth, but it would 
not entitle him to a place in heaven. 


In the second place, he had posi- 
tion. It is often to the advantage of 
the church and the pastor to have 
people of influence and position in the 
church, but these are not the things 
that count. “Not by might, nor by 
power, but by my Spirit,” is what the 
Word of God says. Power and posi- 
tion can be useful, but without the 
Spirit of God they are useless. These 
things were useful to the young man, 
but they were of no value when it 
came to getting him into the kingdom 
of God 

Third, this young man was a moral- 
ly upright man. I wondered as I read 
the passage how many of us would 
ever face the Lord and say, “All these 
things have I kept from my youth 
up.” That is quite a statement, and I 
believe he was telling the truth. At 
least, Jesus did not call him a liar. 
Christ accepted his statement for the 
truth, so we might just as well do the 
same. He was perfect in all that was 
required of him, but even that was not 
sufficient. He still did not have the 
key that opened the door into the place 
of true peace. His heart yearned for 
something that spoke of satisfaction, 
and he had not been able to find it, 
even in doing what was right. No, 
morality will not guarantee a safe pas- 
sage to heaven. 

Fourth, this young man had an 
earnest desire for the right. I believe 
he ran all the way to Jesus, and kneel- 
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ing down, desired to be told all that 
was necessary to obtain salvation. 
How earnest he was! How pointed his 
question! “What good thing shall I 
do ...?” What a question! Many have 
asked that since his time, and many 
more to come will ask the same ques- 
tion. How quick the Master is to 
touch the one thing to be done. It 
meant throwing overboard every am- 
bition of a lifetime. He was being 
asked to do something that he wasn’t 
willing to do. I wonder why the world 
today is not willing to do the one 
thing necessary to salvation. Men and 
women are willing to do anything, 
except the one thing. If they were

asked to give their lives, many of them 
would. If they were asked to do this 
or that, many of them would. Penance 
is one thing men will always be ready 
to do. BUT MEN AND WOMEN ARE 
NEVER READY TO DO THE ONE 
THING. 

This young man had many things, 
but they were of no avail. However, 
there were some things that would 
have availed that he did not have. 
First, he had no love. “Sell all that 
thou hast and give to the poor,” Jesus 
told him. But he wasn’t ready to carry 
out the command. Why? Because, the 
love of God was something with which 
he had never come in contact. Love be- 
gets love. We love Him because He 
first loved us. If that love is unknown 
to us, there will be no genuine love for 
the other man. How can we love if 
we do not know love, divine and pure, 
for “God is love.” No, this man did not 


have love. He didn’t have light, either. 
He was in darkness, and the enemy 


truth so that he couldn’t see. Why, 
he could have seen the end from th 
beginning, he would have accepted the 
eternal life that he had just asked for 
and was now being offered. No, he was 
blind and could not see. Also, though 
he was rich in this world, he was poor 
in the eternal things. He had many 
riches laid away for the stormy day, 
but when it came, they would be of 
no avail. How can earthly riches pay 
for heavenly needs? How can we ever 
expect to pay for heavenly blessings 
with material things? The things of 
this world will perish with it. Only the 
things stored away in God’ 's storehouse 
will avail anything. “Go, sell,” then 
you will have riches in heaven. The 
storekeeper that keeps the store for 
God, the farmer that farms for God, 
the laborer that works for God, so that 
God’s cause and kingdom shall be 
prospered, is laying away treasures 
where moth and rust doth not corrupt, 
and where thieves do not break 
through and steal. 

And last, this young man did n 
have the courage or determinati 
enough to pay the price. What a ter- 
rible plight in which to be! to have a 
free gift offered, and then not to be 
willing to accept it. What a tragedy! 
What a heart-rending tragedy that 
the Son of God and of man should 
offer a young man or woman a free 
gift of eternal life only to hear that 
one say, “I’m sorry; not today.” 


Who then can be saved? The one 
that will go all the way with the 
Saviour. Accept Him, yes, and also ac- 
cept His Word. Too many these days 
are quite willing to say, “Yes, Lord, 
I believe,” but are not willing to “go, 
sell, give, follow.” Yes, God wants 
you, young man, young woman. He 
wants you with all your youth, vitality, 
zeal, and ability. He wants you with 
your position and influence. He wants 
you with all the sanctification you can 
get. He wants you with all the ambition 
and desire that you can have. But 
one thing sure, HE WANTS YOU. He 
wants you. full of the love of God, full 
of the glorious light that comes from 
His indwelling presence, full of a 
willingness to spend and be spent 
Him, full of a great burning desire 
see the souls of men and women fin 
ing the way of truth and life.

eport released: here by the Board of 
Temperance of the Methodist Church. 

The total expenditure for all educa- 
tion in 1949 was listed by the board as 
$6,574,379,000. During this same period, 
the total estimated expenditure for 
alcoholic beverages was $8,550,000,000, 
according to Department of Commerce 
statistics cited by the board. 

A breakdown of educational expen- 
ditures released by the board follows: 

For public elementary and secon- 
dary schools: $4,311,176,000. 

For private elementary and sec- 
ondary schools: $530,021,000. 

For colleges, universities, and other 
institutions of higher learning, both 
public and private: $1,697,965,000. 

For the blind, deaf, etc.: $35,217,000. 

In its publication, the Clipsheet, the 
board suggested that temperance 
speakers compare the $8,550,000,000 li- 
quor expenditure with the $4,311,176,- 
000 which is spent on all public ele- 
mentary and secondary schools. 

It urged speakers to stress that the 
amount of money being spent for alco- 
holic beverages was double the outlay 
for educational purposes. The board 
said it believed this comparison a fair 
one since the average citizen thinks 
of education as represented by the 
public elementary and _ secondary 
schools. 

Comparison of expenditures for al- 
cohol and for education is still one of 
the most effective arguments for tem- 
perance, the board asserted. 

Twenty-year road toll is 651,460 
killed.

PHILADELPHIANS GET 
‘SERMONS BY PHONE’ 


PHILADELPHIA — An average of 
200 Philadelphians a day, seven days 
a week, get capsule “sermons by tele- 
phone.” 

The work is carried on by Mrs. Helen 
Hall, 43, aided by volunteers from 
the Philadelphia School of the Bible 
and the Bible Institute of Pennsyl- 
vania. Volunteer contributions pay for 
a small office and the salaries of six 
full-time and seven part-time workers. 

The telephone sermon project was 
started here in December, 1949, by 
Rev. James Jefferson Davis Hall, re- 
tired Episcopal clergyman, who is now 
sponsoring a similar work in New York. 

Mrs. Hall (no relation to “Dad” 
Hall) said that last year the office 
handled well over 50,000 calls. She and 
her helpers may say to a caller: “The 
message I have for you is John 1:12 
—But as many as received him, to 
them he gave power to become the 
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sons of God, even to them that be- 
lieve on his name.” 

If the caller gives her time, she’ll 
say: “Do you know that you are going 
to heaven? If you do as the Bible tells 
you, you will be sure of going.” 

Mrs. Hall keeps two Bibles open on 
her desk, and a card file of “salvation 


verses,” using different ones every day.

In this accomplishment Brother 
Mortenson has set a good example for 
other pastors who would like to con- 
tinue their educational work. It can 
be done, but it can only be done by 
great sacrifice on the part of the in- 
dividual and cooperation on the part 
of those whom such ministers serve. 
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A SENSE OF URGENCY is abroad! 
“History has reached one of the great 
divides in the fortunes of mankind.” 


_There are social disorders, economic 
disasters, domestic discontent, political 
uncertainty, criminal atrocities, moral 
irresponsibilities—and the end is not 
yet. Fear stalks abroad, and the world 
seems helpless before it. It is not pes- 
simism to face the fact that the world 
is driving, not drifting, upon the rocks 
—and that this nation is in the van- 
guard. 

This sense of urgency has so pressed 
itself upon Bible-believing Christians, 
true evangelicals, that we are organ- 
izing our forces to bear united and 
faithful witness to the end that hun- 
dreds, yea thousands, might be won to 
Christ. Where is the key that will un- 
lock all the mystery which faces our 
nation and the world? What is the 
center around which all action must 
ever move? How are we to accomplish 
the magnificent task which the Lord 
has set before Christians as embodied 
in our National Association? What is 
our purpose? 

In James Ullman’s novel, The White 
Tower, Nicholas Radcliffe sums up our 
modern dilemma: “We must re-discov- 
er a purpose, a direction in our living. 
We must allow our—forgive the words 
—souls to catch up with the things our 
hands and brains have accomplished. 
To know a little less, and to under- 
stand a little more: that is what we 
need most. It may be faith I’m talking 
about, I’m not quite sure.” 

There lies our failure: “Not quite 
sure.” We MUST be sure. The apostles 
were sure. “As many as received Him, 
to them gave He power to become the 
sons of God.” Sons of God marching 
across the failures and sins of a weary 
world with buoyant step and a tri- 
umphant faith—that is Christianity. 
“These men who have turned the world 
upside down have come here also.” 

In one of his Miscellanies Thomas 
Carlyle asks, “How did Christianity 
arise and spread abroad among men?” 


He replied, “It arose in the mystic’ 


depths of man’s soul, and it spread 
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abroad by the preaching of the Word 
... and then it flew like hallowed fire 
from heart to heart till all whom it 
touched were purified and illumined by 
its power.” 

What was that Word? What was 
the message that kindled the hearts of 
the first generation—those who turned 
the world upside down? Is it not 
well that we might also turn the 
world upside down? 

The Word was not a treatise on the 
brotherhood of man; it was not an 
appeal for racial equality; it was not 
a condemnation of social wrongs; it 
was not a discussion of desirable vir- 
tues; it was not a description of an 
ideal society; it was not a dissertation 
on the moral, political, economic, and 
spiritual problems of the day. It was a 
testimony, a witness, a declaration. 
“That which we have seen and heard 
declare we unto you.” It was the pre- 
sentation of a Person. God had broken 
into history in the person of Christ 
and become a fellow traveler with the 
human race. 

Peter said, “This Man declare we 
unto you.” 

Paul wrote to the Romans, “I am 
coming to you with Christ.” He told 
the Corinthians, “I determined not 
to know anything among you save 
Jesus Christ.” He informed the Phil- 
ippians, “To me to live is Christ.” 

When Christ is no longer the theme 
of the church, the day of the church 
will have ended. The ONE thing that 
can justify the church is a great pas- 
sion for Christ. Alexander Whyte, de- 
scribing his Saturday walks and talks 
with Marcus Dods, declared: “What- 
ever we started off with in our conver- 
sations, we soon made across country, 
somehow, to Jesus of Nazareth.” 


Here, then, is the key and the center 
around which we must move, our pur- 
pose: EXALT JESUS CHRIST. I am 
certain that no one can do this by 
minimizing sin; nor by magnifying 
works; nor by glorifying self or man. 
I cannot exalt Jesus Christ by mini- 
mizing “the old man” and its fruit, 
“sin.” 


Sin is an objective reality, an attack 
upon God’s rule. It is that heinous 
thing which God detests and which 
Christians must also detest. “Hate the 
sin but love the sinner.” It will not do 
to make light of that which cost God 
so dearly. Using ameliorating words 
such as mistake, error, will not change 
its despicable character. 

Until man is made to realize his un- 
holy, sinful condition, he will sense no 
need for a Saviour, will never cry, 
“Woe is me!” He must realize that he, 
in his present nature, is “alienated 
from the life of God”—“estranged and 
hostile in mind”—“following the prince 
of the power of the air, the spirit that 
is now at work in the sons of dis- 
obedience,” subject to “the dominion 
of darkness,” “corrupt through deceit- 
ful lusts,” “darkened in understand- 
ing,” “captive to the law of sin,” “filled 
with all manner of wickedness, evil, 
and covetousness. Full of envy, mur- 
der, strife, decent, malignity, they are 
gossips, slanderers, haters of God, in- 
solent, haughty, boastful, inventors of 
evil, disobedient to parents, foolish, 
faithless, heartless, and ruthless” (Ro- 
mans 1:29-31). Then, and only then, 
will he cry out for a Saviour. “Dead 
in trespasses and sin,” man needs a 
new, a different life. 

John F, Dulles, in discussing the 
United Nations, makes the statement 
that “the Assembly can play as a 
place to which nations must bring 
their acts and policies to be judged 
by world public opinion.” That is very 
true, but can one trust world public 
opinion? Can one trust the majority 
opinion of the USA? Can one trust any 
majority that holds not God in awe? 

The gospel deals with men in the 
concrete and not with mankind in the 
abstract. Refounding of society awaits 
the creation of a new kind of man and 
woman. We cannot defend ourselves 
against godlessness by being godless 
ourselves. An economic paradise will 
never still the tumult in man’s heart— 
even could I bring it to pass. 

So I must recognize sin, the slavery 
of man to the power of evil, if I am 
to exalt Christ, present Christ, preach 
Christ. “The cross was not erected in 
the Garden of Eden,” Homrodka states, 
“... but in the deepest depths of human 
depravity and despairing sorrow. The 
place where it stands is barren, God- 
forsaken, full of mockery, revolt, hope- 
lessness, and yet there is where vic- 
tory was won.” 

Nor can I exalt Christ by magnifying 
works. I must always withstand the 
attempt to magnify works at the ex- 
pense of belief. The old, old suggestion 
that “it does not matter what a man 
believes as long as he does what is 
right,” has long since been discarded 
by any thinking person. A man does 
what he believes. Unbelief and “Dia- 
bolus” are always found together. The 
man who does good is the one who be- 
lieves in Christ, receives Christ, has 
faith in Christ, walks and talks with 
Christ. Ethic follows evangel. Bunyan 
understood this clearly. It is for that 
reason his “Holy War” is being revived 
and restudied. 

“Lord, increase our faith,” pleaded 
the apostles. 
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Paul, writing to the Romans (1:8), 
said that by Christ “we have received 
grace and apostleship, for obedience to 
the faith.” “I thank my God, through 
Jesus Christ, for you all, that your 
faith is spoken of throughout the 
world.” “The just shall live by faith” 
(not works). “Being justified by faith, 
we have peace with God through our 
Lord Jesus Christ.” 

New life comes from new birth, but 
there will never be any new births if 
I magnify things of the flesh. No ap- 
peal is present, no true idealism, when 
I speak of works as though they were 
more important than faith in Christ. 

“What shall we do,” they asked 
Jesus, “that we might work the works 
of God?” Jesus answered and said 
unto them, “This is the work of God, 
that ye believe on him whom he hath 
sent.” John 6:28, 29. 

“This cut-flower civilization of ours 
that we enjoy,” declared Dr. Sizoo, “is 
beautiful beyond description, but it 
will soon wither away, because it has 
no roots.” Faith without works is dead, 
and works without faith are also dead. 


Albert Schweitzer stated: “The sec- 
ond World War accelerated the pro- 
cess of the collapse of our civilization. 
. . . One hope involves, among other 
things, a faith in the possibility of 
progress for a mentality stripped of all 
true spirituality.” 

How black the future if that is our 
one hope! 

“These are written that ye might 
believe that Jesus is the Christ, the 
Son of God, and that believing ye 
might have life through His name. 

Faith in Christ lifts up our weak, 
uncertain control and puts it into the 
hand of God. 

Unless we believe God made us for 
Himself in Christ, has something for 
us to be and to do, knows what our 
life’s way should be and has marked 
it for us—how can we go forward with 
cheerful confidence? 

“This is the victory that overcometh 
the wofld, even our faith.” 1 John 5:4. 

If I am to preach Christ, present 
Christ, exalt Christ, I will not mini- 
mize sin and thus keep men from feel- 
ing their need for a Saviour; nor will 
I magnify works at the expense of 
faith in Him, directing men’s thoughts 
to deeds instead of looking unto Him 
that they might be saved. 

Nor can I exalt Christ by glorifying 
self or man. Pride has no place in any 
Christian. Slavery of man to sin is 
manifested in his pride. The funda- 
mental reason for confusion in the 
world today is the sin of human pride 
and egoism. “Men try to build them- 
selves up to heaven. They strive by 
their own power to be prepared for 
any eventuality, making themselves 
Lord of history—when only God is 
Lord.” 

If there is anything that causes 
man to take his eye off Christ more 
quickly than “to think more highly 
of himself than he ought to think,” I 
know not what it is. “Christianity is 
strange,” said Pascal. “It bids man 
recognize that he is vile, even abomi- 
nable, and bids him desire to be like 


ignity would make him horribly vain, 





9 @: God. Without such a counterpoise this 
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or this humiliation terribly abject.” 
Dignity and humility—two sides of 
Christian personality. 

If I am to exalt Christ I must hum- 
ble self and walk with Him. “Speak, 
Lord, Thy servant heareth.” Not, 
“Speak, Lord, and I’ll think it over.” 

What is there about which to boast 
among the nations today?—all brought 
about by man’s best efforts to govern 
himself and produce a better world 
in which to live. God hates pride; and 
James says (4:6), “God resisteth the 
proud.” How hopeless the case of one 
whom God resists! 

What is it that aggravates Euro- 
peans in spite of all our American gen- 
erosity? It is our arrogance, pride, 
self-sufficiency—the very seed which 
caused the disintegration and break- 
down of the Roman Empire. 

Toward the end of the seventeenth 
century, Henry Winstanley built a 
lighthouse on the treacherous Eddy-

stone rocks in England. He took such 
pride in that he placed this boast- 
ful inscription upon it: 


Blow, O winds! Rise, O ocean! 
Break forth, ye elements, 
and try my works! 


One night, the howling winds foretold 
a coming storm. Winstanley withdrew 
to his supposed security. In the gray 
dawn of the next morning, the light- 
house and builder were gone. The 
breath of God will always bring to 
naught the pride of man. 

I cannot preach Christ by glorifying 
self or man. I must turn the eyes of the 
unsaved off myself, off man, and up- 
on Christ if a new birth is to occur and 
new life is to come. 


“Christ’s, I am Christ’s, what other 
name suffice you, 

Aye, for me, too, it surely hath suf- 
ficed: 

Lo, with no winning word would I 
entice you; 

Paul has no honor and no friend but 
Christ. 


Through life and death, through sor- 
row and through sinning, 

He Pw suffice me as He hath suf- 

ced. 

Christ is the end as Christ was the 
beginning. 

Christ the beginning for the end is 
Christ.” 


There is a preaching which is based 
on the Bible as the Word of God—and 
there is a preaching which is nothing 
more than experience, expression of 
human desires, or aspiration. The for- 
mer can, if God so wills it, make men 
and cities repent; the latter never has 
and never can make a man or city re- 
pent. So I am determined to “preach 
Jesus Christ,” to present Christ the 
personal Lord and Companion, to exalt 
— as the Bible reveals! This is 

one— 


Not by minimizing sin, 
but by clarifying man’s condition; 
Not by compromising with our adver- 
sary, 
but by crusading against him;

UNBELIEVERS SAY 


“How do I know the Bible is the 
truth?” There are many things in the 
Bible they say they do not believe. 
They are ashamed of the simplicity of 
the gospel. Those who question the 
Bible and its Author certainly speak 
against their education and intelli- 
gence. They missed what they went to 
get. They only have a fooling. I’ll tell 
you what most of the trouble is. It 
is that the devil has darkened the 
minds of many people to disbelieve in 
the eternal God. If the plan of re- 
demption were a mere fashion, a so- 
ciety, a social something, then I am 
confident there would be less being 
ashamed of the gospel. I am reminded 
of an educator (so-called) who stated 
that he questioned the existence of a 
Deity; therefore, he disbelieved the 
Bible, and said that all one has is 
two-by-four preachers to proclaim the 
message called the Word of God. He 
said that many of the ministers had 
never gone to the fifth grade. Right 
here I should like to say that if this 
be so, then there are numbers of peo- 
ple called illiterates traveling over this 
earth who have become acquainted 
with Jesus, and they are not ashamed 
of the gospel, neither do they question 
God, nor disbelieve the Bible. 

The apostle Paul was a learned man 
of his day, and he states very em- 
phatically, “I am not ashamed of the 
gospel of Christ.” He doesn’t infer in 
his epistles that he is just speaking to 
hear his voice utter words, but because 
he loves God and believes His Holy 
Word. He speaks from the heart, as 
can be told by those who know his 
Christ. In fact, he proved his state- 
ments by dying for the cause which he 
strongly defended, and that so cou- 
rageously. 

In all probability, there were many 
who criticized the followers of the 
Lord Jesus Christ, but Paul let them 
know immediately that he was not 
ashamed of the One who had given 
His life to redeem the lost. Paul saw 
nothing of which to be ashamed. He 
was happy to witness for the Son of 
God. There is a spirit in this age which 
attempts to have “— sugarcoat the 
gospel of holiness, but, thank God, 
there are, at present, some Pa who 
will stand by the truth of God and 
defy the devil and his imps on the 
fundamentals of the Bible. Elijah had 
a feeling that all the true people were 
killed and gone but him, and that 
all the altars were torn down; but 
God convinced him that there were, 
at the time of his complaining, seven 
thousand people who had never bowed 
their knees to Baal. So, when you are 


tempted of the evil one to believe that 
all are cold, lukewarm, backslidden, 
hypocritical, and many other things 
too numerous to mention, then is the 
time to know that there are people of 
God scattered over this earth who are 
not ashamed of the true way of liv- 
ing. Paul was a2 man among men of 
his day. I love him for the stand he 
took in speaking the things of the 
Lord, for which he was anointed. He 
was not disobedient to the heavenly 
vision, either. So many so-called 
learned people of the day have en- 
deavored to cover up or do away with 
the fundamental principles of the Bi- 
ble, but Paul and many others were 
not possessed with a spirit of that 
kind. He spoke such words always that 
the Lord would have him speak, and he 
got results. It is true that Paul was a 
great, learned man of his day. How- 
ever, there are many who question his 
education when it comes to consider- 
ing some of the simple things he has 
recorded in the Bible, of which are 
matters of great importance; such as, 
repentance, the new birth, sanctifica- 
tion, the Holy Ghost baptism, divine 


healing, and many other good Bible * 


doctrines that could be mentioned. Of 
course, you will be easily reminded 
that the world still has a number of 
professors who try to crowd out some 
of the most important realities from 
the public, in order to have as much 
formality as possible to exist in the 
churches. But, it still remains a fact 
that there are God-fearing people 
enough to sing and preach the un- 
searchable riches of Christ today, to 
keep the spiritual flame burning in 
the hearts of millions.

God help us not to be 
ashamed of the greatest thing ever 
given to man, and that is the gospel of 
redemption. 

Friends, even though Paul was a 
prominent man in his day, he did not 
let that hinder his message in its ful- 
ness relative to the Word of God. He 
was not ashamed of the gospel of 
Christ. He would even rebuke the 
wrong as is recorded in Gal. 2:11, “But 
when Peter was come to Antioch, I 
withstood him to the face, because he 
was to be blamed.” 

The way of truth and right may not 
have as many sympathizers as do some 
organizations, but neither did Jesus 
when He was here. He was not gener- 
ally accepted. 

I wish it were not possible to say 
that there are people who are ashamed 
of holiness yet are not ashamed of 
gambling, fighting, drinking, whore- 
monging, prostitution, beer, whiskey, 
wine, etc. The sad part is that those 
who continue to do such things will 
go to hell, where all the enemies of 
God go. 

So many are in favor of being op- 
posed to holiness just to retain their 
worldly popularity, influence and pres- 
tige among their formal friends. Per- 
sonally, I think that the shame should 
be otherwise than it really is relative 
to the gospel of Christ. There are 
many who will say they are not 
ashamed of the real gospel but that 
they are ashamed of fanaticism. The 
day will come when people will see just 
who has been fanatic. People who deny 
the power of God are the ones to be 
ashamed. Friends, many are ashamed 
and greatly embarrassed when they 
see someone shouting in their very 
presence. 

It may not be a popular doctrine in 
this world to cling to old time repent- 
ance, the new birth, divine healing, 
sanctification, and the Holy Ghost 
baptism, but it is the will of God, I’m 
sure. We may be called fanatics, “holy 
rollers,” and trash of the earth, but 
I am of the opinion that many who 
thus criticize really know they are in 
error. There is nothing to be ashamed 
of about the Bible-way of holiness. 


Occasionally, you hear some say that 
the holiness people stoop to so many 
things that are not right. It is a fact 
that there are hypocrites in all walks 
of life, but we have no excuse for 
fighting the genuine way of holiness. 
No organization can be accused for the 
evildoing of just one or more indi- 
viduals. If people want to be consistent 
about the way of genuine holiness, 
why do they not look at is as they do 
the idea relative to atheists, agnostics, 
and all other unbelievers? They claim 
that the unbelievers do not speak the 
mind of everyone. Well, so it is with 
the people who reproach the way of 
right. There may be many pieces of 
counterfeit money in the world, but 
there are many — of genuine sil- 
ver and gold. The apostle Peter did 
wrong in his day, so do you think that 
Christ and the other eleven should 
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have quit, too? Because someone is a 
liar, are you obligated to become one, 
too? Friends, others may choose to go 
to hell by looking at the dark side, but 
if you will live a life of purity, God 
will take care of you. 

When Judas Iscariot committed sui- 
cide was it time for all the other fol- 
lowers of Christ to surrender? or was 
it best that they were brave and con- 
tinued to follow Jesus? Friends, there 
was nothing to be ashamed of, because 
Christ was a Saviour to all that trusted 
Him, regardless of what others 
thought or did, and it is also true of 
today. 

Dear friends, if professed church 
members would get a little more sanc- 
tification than what they have, there 
would be less things that would have 
a tendency to cause people to want to 
be ashamed. There are too many peo- 
ple today who are opposed to sanctifi- 
cation, but it remains a fact that the 
peoples of this earth are still getting 
the experience. Sanctification is some- 
thing that many of us could use more 
of. What did Paul and others care 
what people said about the experiences 
that believers were receiving? He 
didn’t care; he had the victory and 
was happy. Those who really have 
been saved, sanctified, and baptized 
with, or in, the Holy Ghost have some- 
thing of which to be proud, and noth- 
ing of which to be ashamed. The day 
in which we are living should be “ a 


closer walk with Jesus Christ,” but in 
the lives of many it is “do as you 
please.” That “do as you please” idea 
is one of which to be ashamed. These 
days of deception call for dry, formal, 
and worldly society gatherings, rather 
than old-time Holy Ghost meetings. 
Too many just gather for a social 
event, and that is not pleasing to the 
Holy Spirit. 

You can tell that many are ashamed 
of the old-time way of holiness and 
for what it stands by the way they act 
and speak. Being ashamed does not 
hide the purpose, and neither does it 
relieve them for their attitude. Those 


who oppose holiness certainly do cast 


a reflection on the One who redeemed 
fallen humanity. 

When Christians live lives that are 
above reproach, crucified to this world 
and the world crucified to them, then 
they have nothing for which to be 
ashamed. Surely, we are going to be 
criticized, because we are not of this 
world. We are in the world in a sense, 
but not of it. I fail to understand why 
the people of this generation who are 
not saved from sin can have the nerve 
to say the hard things they do about 
the way of the Bible. Even many 
church members and professed Chris- 
tians can say many times worse things 
than the outright sinner can or will 
say. If worldly people are not ashamed 
of their way of living, why should they 
be ashamed of a holy way of living?

SALVATION ARMY ISSUES 


REPORTS ON ACTIVITIES 

NEW YORK—Salvation Army shel- 
ters around the world served 24,387,- 
817 meals and provided 9,332,887 lodg- 
ings last year, according to the organ- 
ization’s International Yearbook. 

The Salvation Army also served 
613,944 patients in 105 hospitals and 
clinics operated in 89 countries and 
territories, the annual disclosed. Ten 
new hospitals were opened during the 
year, and the total number of patients 
increased 50,000. 

The Army operates 20,108 social in- 
stitutions, day schools, Red Shield 
Clubs and Hostels, and: religious cen- 
ters. Full-time Salvation Army officers 
numbering 26,803 preached the gospel 
and conducted work in 81 languages 
last year. Their ranks were supple- 
mented by 16,469 lay employees. 

Lay volunteers included 34,593 who 
played in Salvation Army bands, and 
53,098 who sang in choirs of the organ- 
ization. 

The Yearbook reported that, while 
the Salvation Army was forced by 
government decree to suspend its ac- 
tivities in Czechoslovakia last year, it 
began new work in Haiti.

away so that they might go to the village and buy food 
for themselves. Jesus, you remember, said, “They need 
not depart; give ye them to eat,” to which the disciples 
answered, “Why, there are only five loaves and two small 
fishes here, and they are owned by a lad”; as if to say, 
“This is a matter of impossibility for us to feed them.” 
The.Lord Jesus was given the loaves and fishes by the 
lad, and He very graciously fed the multitude fish sand- 


wiches until they were all satisfied. 


Here we have another miracle which strikes us, also, with 
great force, in that it was for the relief of His friends and 
followers. In this miracle of walking upon the water, He 
acted as the Lord of nature in controlling and correct- 
ing its powers for the security of those who were in 
danger and distress. It is probable that of all the nights 
of gloom, suspense, uncertainty, fear, and despair that 
the twelve disciples endured during their discipleship and 


Christ’s precrucifixion ministry, this was the worst. That 


was, indeed, a night of uncertainty and darkness, as 
well as deep sorrow, in which the last supper was ob- 
served, and Christ spent hours in the Garden of Geth- 
semane, after which He was arrested and carried away to 
the mock trial. But then you remember that Peter, James 
and John slept at the gate, and it is altogether probaple 
that the other disciplés were resting near by, unaware 
of the full import of what was transpiring or would 
transpire that night. This experience on the storm-tossed 
sea is quite illustrative of the Christian experience in life. 
That was a great experience, the feeding of the five 
thousand and the efforts of the people to crown Jesus 
king, but it was followed by a severe test. They were on the 
storm-tossed sea in obedience to Christ’s command; then, 
as always, in their hour of need, Christ Jesus closed His 
prayer, broke His solitude, and came to them through the 
darkness of the night, with stately steps upon the stormi- 
tossed sea, for the full purpose of rescuing them. He will 
be as kind and thoughtful of His followers today.
